As an illustra- 
tion, Johnson told how Al Gross, 
manager of a local washateria, 
had been missing money from his 
business—once as much as $150. 
One afternoon Gross told his 
workers he ‘vas going out for a 
while, go by his home and leave 
the day’s receipts, then go to the 
hospital. Instead, he called the 
police and told them someone 
planned to rob his house. Within 
a very few minutes a young em- 
ployee at the washateria was ar- 
rested for trying to steal the 
money. The youth confessed to 
police in nearby Mesquite that he 
had burglarized several churches 
there, including the Wildwood 
Baptist Church, and had stolen 
a dictaphone from that church.

This idea of using money bait 
for trapping thieves is a reminder 
of the truth that Satan always 
baits his traps well.

Away From Jesus?

rather to save him. Jesus comes in 
His appeal to men, and puts be- 
fore them the clear demand: “If 
you would have Me for your Sav- 
iour, I must come first, before fa- 
ther or mother or children or 
dearest loved ones, or your own 
property or your own life. I must 
come first.” ‘That is not easy. That 
is death to self. That is self-cruci- 
fixion. And yet you would not 
have it any other way. Let us 
make religion easy and we will 
play it out. Let us make religion 
hard, even with the hardness of 
the terms :of discipleship laid 
down by Jesus, and it will be 
triumphant anywhere in the world. 


Because of the Fear of Man 


Why do people go away from 
Jesus? Full many a time they 
go away from Him because of 
the fear of man. That is indeed 
a biting saying in the Bible where 
it is declared: “The fear of man 
bringeth a snare.” Pilate was not 
the only man who betrayed Je- 
sus, and in that same act betrayed 
himself through the fear of man. 
All about us the fear of man plays 
the most desperate havoc in hu- 
man life. All through the social 
order, in the ‘world intellectual, 
and the world of business, and the 
world political; and the world so- 
cial, the highest interests are be- 
trayed, and the supreme call of 
Christ set aside, through the fear 


of men. There comes in the tragic. 


power and peril of influence. What 
can some men mean, and women, 
by the tragical misuse, the desper- 
ate waste, of their highest in- 
fluence? One waits for another, 
and one acts because of another, 
or one does not act because anoth- 
er does not, and all through the 
social order the fear of man is one 
of the ravaging wastes.of the 
highest influence that comes to 
human life. 


They tell us that in the capi- 
tal city of one of the older states, 
in the long ago, a marvelous meet- 
ing was led by that eminent Amer- 
ican evangelist, Charles G. Fin- 
ney, probably the ablest evangelist 
that America ever saw. He 
preached there some three months, 
and thousands came to Christ. 
When he was preaching there one 
night, the story goes that there 
slipped into the great audience 
to hear him the Chief Justice of 
the highest court of New York 
State. The learned Justice came 
Out of sheer curiosity to hear a 
plain, pungent, powerful speaker. 
It was not his custom to go to 
church. Not for years had he been 
at any public religious service, and 
yet this evening the preacher 
brought his message to bear on 
the conscience of this man, taking 
for his text: “No man liveth to 
himself,” and when the minister 
had finished his message, he said: 


‘| “Now, I ask, appealing to your 


judgment and your conscience’— 
that is Christ’s appeal always—to 


men’s judgments and to men’s} 


consciences—His religion does not 
need any other kind of appeal— 
when the minister had finished 
his appeal, he said: “Now, is some 
man’s judgment convinced, and is 
his conscience searched by the 
truth spoken tonight, and will he, 
for his own sake, and for the 
sake of everybody else whom he 
may influence, make his public 
surrender to Christ?” 


And down the long aisle came 
the Chief Justice, to make his 
confession of Christ. When he took 
the minister’s hand, the Justice 
said: “If you allow me, I should 
like even now to turn and speak 
some words to this waiting-audi- 
ence.” And facing them, the digni- 
fied Justice said: “If I have any 
influence over anybody, I beg him 
to do as I have done, to yield life 
and all, utterly and now, to 
Christ.” And he called for God’s 
forgiving mercy, that he himself 
had so long delayed to make that 
preat surrender. It is said that 
many lawyers at the bar, there as- 
sembled in the vast audience, 


came down every aisle, and stood 
around the great minister and 
Chief Justice, .and said to the 
Judge: “O sir,. because you have 
come, and because of your ap- 
peal; we too, will make our sur- 
render to Christ.” What if the 
great Judge had not come? 


OQ my soul, I know the man, 
and you know him, who has not 
come, and yet, because he has not, 
there shelter behind him others, 
who perhaps will continue to hide 
behind him as long as he shall 
stay away from Christ.

Well has someone  said_ that 
“doubt is the agony of some earn- 
est soul, or the trifling of some 
superficial fool.” Do not trifle 
with your doubts. You have too 
much at stake, if you have doubts, 
in this lofty realm of religion, to 
go along carelessly with such 
doubts. Doubt is caused in various 
ways and comes from various

and see,” and he came and saw. 
There is the doubt of the heart. 
Some disappointment comes, beat- 


ant sorrow comes to blind us, to 
smite us and to check us. John 
the Baptist had such doubt. Those 
fine plans and hopes that swept 
through his mind and _ heart 
seemed al] crushed as he lay there 
in the jail, and he sent some o 
his men to ask the pitiful ques- 
tion of Jesus: “Art thou he that 
should come, or do we look for 
another?” Be patient with some- 
body in doubt, when the dark and 
cloudy day is on, when the black 
Friday presses»down upon the 
spirit with its fearful pressure. 
But I have come to believe, my 
fellow-men, that doubt is catsed 
by a wrong life more than by 
anything else in all the world. 
Time and again when I have come 
into close quarters with the man 
who spoke out his doubts and 
paraded them and defended them, 
I have found on careful inquiry, 
full many a time, that underneath 
and behind that doubt, and evi- 
dently occasioning that doubt, was 
some wrong life. If a man will 
come with right attitude in’ the 
sight of God, he shall be delivered 
from every doubt, which leads me 
to call your attention to that 
great challenge Jesus has given. 


Notice it: “If any man willeth 
to do His will, he shall know of 
the teaching, whether it is of 
God.” That is as broad as the race. 
That is as comprehensive as hu- 
manity. “If any man willeth to do 
the will of God, he shall know 
of the teaching, whether it is of 
God.” Let any human being, no 
matter what the question, what 
the fear, what the doubt, what 
the difficulty, assume a perfectly 
honest attitude toward God, say- 
ing: “I want light, and if thou 
wilt give it, no matter how, I 
will follow it,” such person surely 
shall be brought into the light.

hymn.” I stood there at the door, 
to greet the people as they passed 
into the smaller auditorium for 
more careful and for closer per- 
sonal dealings, and along with the 
men who came this particular eve- 
ning, there came an attractive 
looking man some thirty-six or 
thirty-eight years of age, and he 
tarried at the door to speak with 
me, fairly trembling as he did so, 
and yet putting on a brave face. 
He said to me as he tarried there 
at the door: “Well, sir, I do not 
believe a word you said tonight.” 

I replied: “Then, pray, why do 
you tarry? My invitation was for 
serious people. My invitation was 
for men and women in earnest, 
for those with a desire deep and 
true to find light and to get help. 
Why do you tarry?” 

“Oh,” he said, “I thought I 
would like to see you at close 
range, and to hear what you said 
to these men in this room, and 
therefore I have come along.” 

I felt that I could see under-

And when I 
had finished the prayer I said, 
as we were bowed there at our 
chairs, “Let us remain bowed. and 
you try for a moment to pray.” 

He started back and said: “Why, 
man, I would rot know how to 
begin. I have not tried even in a 
dozen years.” 

Think of a man’s going a dozen 
years. without calling on God! It 
seems impossible. “I would not 
know how to begin,” he said. I 
answered: “Then I will frame a 
sentence for you, like I would 
frame it for my little child, and 
yoy say it after me.” And so I 
did, and he repeated it, and I 
framed a second ‘sentence, and 
he repeated that, and a third 
sentence, and he repeated that, 
and then I paused and said: 
“Prayer, sir, is the sanest thing 
in the world.

There are two Scriptures that set 
forth that truth, Here they are:

Why do people go away from 
Christ? Full many a time they 
go away from Him through the 
simple, fearful, fateful power of 
procrastination. They tell us that 
proerastination is the thief of 
time, and so it is, but, oh, it is so 
much more than that. Procrastin- 
ation is the thief of souls! All 
about us are men and women who 
intend somewhere, sometime, to 
‘focus their thoughts on the things 
of God, and to say “yes” to the 
call of Christ, and yet through 
the power of procrastination they 
are hurried on and daily lulled 
the more deeply to sleep, and the 
conscience is deadened, and the 
days go by and the highest things 
are lost. All about us there are 
men and women who, when we 
approach them concerning person- 
al religion, will tell us that they 
intend to Say yes to Christ, that 
they desire to be saved, that they 


fully expect this important mat- 
ter of persona] salvation to be 
settled a little later. But it is a 
little later that they say. It is to- 
morrow. It is by and by. 

Down yonder on the Mexican 
border, where I have often and 
joyfully preached to the cattle- 
men through the passing years, I 
have heard one cry escape the 
Mexicans’ lips which is revelatory 
to a remarkable degree of the 
Mexican character. It would ex- 
plain why Mexico is so belated in 
the development of her civiliza- 
tion. That little word that the 
Mexican uses so frequently is this: 
“Manana!” “Tomorrow!” You may 
crowd upon him this duty, or that 
or the other, and he will consent 
to what you are saying, but in an 
undertone he will say: “Mamana! 
Manana! Manana!’ - Tomorrow! 
Tomorrow! Tomorrow! And ‘so it 
is Satan’s supreme cry to the hu- 


man soul concerning religion—. 
“Manana! Manana!’ Tomorrow! 
Tomorrow! And as he cries it, 


men and women are beguiled and 
cajoled and deceived, and thus the 
battle is forever lost for the hu- 
man soul. May God now arouse 
this audience from the awful peril 
of procrastination, that you may 
turn to God and be saved!

of the crimes telling that a major 
crime is committed every 20 sec- 
onds. Especially were we startled 
by the fact that a murder is com- 
mitted every 64 minutes. 


An ascending cry of protest 
comes from the. people. The grow- 
ing savagery of the concrete jungle 
of city streets 1s becoming more 
alarming every day. Any of us 
at any time can be subjected to 
sudden violence, even death, night 
and day. 

The press cries for justice, some- 
times for vengeance. “The courts 
are much too lenient with these 
young murderers,” people write. 
“They should get the electric 
chair, not just jail sentences.” And 
another pleads, “The courts should 
stop coddling these young crimi- 
nals—give them stiff jail sent- 
ences, or in the case of murder, 
the electric chair.” 

A number of pseudo-scientists 
have given queer explanations for 
the situation, and a few clergy- 
men have come out with do-gooder 
platitudes that when considered 
in the hight of the realistic crim- 
inal tendencies become abject 
folly. 

These modern’ child-trainers 
have advised parents against slap- 
ping their childrens’ hands. It 
tends to break down their morals! 
No discipline, please! Prohibitions 
bring inhibitions! These are ter- 
rible things. 

You see, these people don’t 
know God, they don’t know His 
law, they don’t know His com- 
mandments; therefore; they are 
anti-God in their teaching. 

Today I wish to deal with the 
national folly of setting aside bib- 
lically commanded capital punish- 
ment and show you that this is a 
rejection of God and His Word. 
Men in their supposed wisdom try 
to supersede God and get into deep 
trouble that we are in today. Yet 
they will not confess that they are 
wrong and go back to God's re- 
vealed purposes for crime. 


God’s Word Says 


Let me take you to Genesis 9 
which is the story of the begin- 
nings of human government after 
God had _ destroyed civilization 
with a terrible flood because of 
men’s sin. 

Before the Flood men were ar- 
rogant, God-forgetful, and violent. 
There were crimes and all sorts 
of sins. And the Lord had said, 
“My spirit shall not always strive 
with man” (Gen. 6:3). 

But Noah found grace in the 
sight of the Lord, and Noah was 
told to build an ark to save him- 
self; -and he and his wife, their 
three sons and their wives were 
saved, and through them God 
started the human race all over 
again after the Flood. 

The Bible says that of these 
three sons of Noah the whole 
earth was overspread. God made a 
covenant with Noah and said, “TI 
make !|a covenant! between me 
and you and every living crea- 
ture that is with you for a per- 
petual generation” (Gen. 9:12). He 
said, “And the fear of you.. 
shall be upon every beast of the 
earth, and upon every fowl of 
the air’ (Gen. 9:2). 

Then God says this: “And surely 
your blood of your lives will I 
require; at the hand of every 
beast will I require it, and at the 
hand of man; at the hand of every 
man’s brother will I require the 
life of man” (Gen. 9:5). 

God puts a tremendous premium 
on human life. Satan has propa- 
gated a materialistic lie that has 
made men to believe that they 
are nothing but educated apes and 
it doesn’t make much difference 
what happens to them. 

Here are God’s stern commands 
that have never been abrogated: 
“‘Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by 
man shall his blood be shed: for 
in the image of God made he man” 
(Gen. 9:6). This is God’s. word 
that the state not only has the 
right but the responsibility to take 
the life of the man who has taken 
another life in cold blood, for God 
values human life. 

Many clergymen do not know 
their Bibles, and you hear men in 
the pulpit attacking capital pun- 
ishment saying it is brutalizing 
society. This is not true. 

There are those who say that 
capital punishment does not deter 


T 


murder, but there is plenty of 
evidence to the contrary. Others 
are saying that the Christian -thing 
to do is to rehabilitate the crimi- 
nal, not take his life, 


Actually, these people think 
they know more than God. But 
when people say that capital pun- 
ishment brutalizes society, I say 
that there are a thousand evi- 
dences that lack of proper pun- 
ishment for those who have taken 
lives has made society more and 
more brutal, because criminais 
feel that they can get away with 
it, 

There is a tendency today to 
give undue sympathy to the mur- 
derer and have little regard for 
the victim of his crime. This weak- 
ens justice and encourages mur- 
der, and the Scripture is against 
it. 

I've heard supposedly reliable 
people say that to take life at 
any time is wrong, whether it be 
a criminal or the state. But God 
does not say that. When God gave 
over government to men, He de- 
manded that the state should take 
the life for those who killed hu- 
man beings. 


Individual and State 


Many quote the sixth command- 
ment which says, ““Thou shalt not 
kill” (Exod. 20:13). That law 
makes it a sin for the individual 
to take another’s life. But listen! 
If these wise pulpiteers would read 
a little furtner till they come to 
Exodus 21:12, they would read: 
“He that smiteth a man, so that 


he die, shall surely be put to 
deatm” That’s God’s Word as 
much as “thou shalt not kill.” 


God gives this command to the 
State. Leviticus 24:17 says, “He 
who kills a man shall be put to 
death.” 

Numbers 35:30-34 goes into de- 
tail on the subject. If anyone 
kills a person, the murderer shall 
be put to death on the evidence 
of witnesses; but no person shall 
be put to death on the testimony 
of one witness. 

And God sternly tells the state: 
“Moreover you shall accept no 
ransom for the life of a murderer, 
who is guilty of death: but he 
shall be surely put to death” 
(Num. 35:31). What a slap at the 
sentimental softies in our mod- 
ern courts! 

God warns human government: 
“You shall not thus pollute the 
land in which you live: for blood 
pollutes the land: and no expia- 
tion can be made for the land, for 
the biood that is shed in it, ex- 
cept by the blood of him who shed 
it’ (Num. 35:33). 

Yes, that is God speaking—not 
this broadcaster. And who will 
deny that our land is not being 
polluted by the blood of thousands 
of murdered people? 

Now if you want more teaching, 
turn to Deuteronomy 19. There 
God distinguishes between acci- 
dental killing and willful murder: 
“If anyone kill his neighbor un- 
intentionally without having been 
at enmity with him in times past 
.. . he may flee to one of these 
cities | that is, the cities of refuge | 
to save his life: Lest the avenger 
of blood in hot anger pursue the 
manslayer and wound him 
mortally: though the man did not 
deserve to die’ (Deut. 19:4-6). 

Someone retorts, “Ah, that was 
back in Old Testament times, and 
they didn’t know God as well as 
we do today, and it isn’t Christian 
philosophy.” But there is nothing 
in the Christian teaching that 
changes the responsibility of the 
state for carrying out God’s com- 
mands concerning taking a human 
life. 

The New Testament demands a 
change in our personal attitude 
toward our enemies. Jesus said, 
“You have read of old time about 
an eye for an eye and a tooth 
for a tooth: But I say unto you, 
Love your enemies ... do good 
to them that do evil against you 
. » . and persecute you” (Matt. 
6:38, 44). That is_ individual 
Christian action. There is a vast 
difference between individual ac- 
tion toward our enemies and gov- 
ernmental action toward enemies 
of society. The Almighty demands 
that government shall preserve 
law and order. 

Church people had better wake 
up to the fact that God has His 
government as well as grace, and 
you can’t mix the two. 

If you will read the outcry of 


}the old prophets of Israel against 


social injustice, you will be sur- 
prised how many times they 
brought down the judgment. of 


God upon laxness in the adminis- 
tration of justice. In that day as 
today laws were being flouted and 
criminals escaped punishment. 


Crime and Punishment 


We must get away from the 
softness that is. disobedience to 
God, or we'll bring our land into 
complete corruption, and no de- 
cent person will be safe. The old 
maxim of Gilbert and Sullivan is 
true: “Let the punishment fit the 
crime!” 

Jesus said in Matthew 5:17-20: 
“Think not that-I have come to 
destroy the law and the prophets: 
I have not come to abolish them 
but to fulfill them. For truly I 
say unto you, Till heaven and 
earth pass away, not an iota nor 
dot will pass from the law until 
all be accomplished.” And the 
princip'e of capital punishment 
precedes the law, for it was given 
to Noah when the human race 
was started all over again after 
the Flood. 


Jesus never tolerated hate and 
murder. “You have heard that it 
was said of old time, Thou shalt 
not kill .... But I say to you, 
That every one who is angry with 
his brother shall be liable to judg- 
ment” (Matt. 5:21, 22). Instead 
of abo!'ishing the law, He made it 
stronger. 

Oh, you say, Jesus would be 
against capital punishment. He 
was so loving. Well, Jesus died 
on the cross; He was a victim of 
capital punisnment. There were 


two thieves that were crucified | 


with Him. Apparently both were 
getting their just dues, because 
one of them said so. 

Jesus didn’t condemn capital 
punishment. He didn’t say the 
Romans were wrong. He was the 
only imnocent vietim on Calvary. 
Jesus offered eternal mercy to 
the repentant thief. He said he 
would be with Him in paradise. 

Jesus went to the cross, en- 
dured the most excruciating type 
of capital punishment that the 
wor'd has known (crucifixion), 
and never complained against the 
Romans. He did complain against 
the leaders of His own people Is- 
rael for railroading Him to the 
cross. 

Now let me be dogmatic here. 
Don’t ever say that Jesus did 
away with capital punishment. 
That’s ridiculous! He said men de- 
served capital punishment if they 
just hated people. He let it be 
known that a Christian had to live 
a higher life than mere outward 
obedience to a set of command- 
ments. The Christian life is lived 
far above criminal tendencies. 

Paul backed up Christ’s words 
when he wrote to the Romans: 
“Therefore he who resists the 
authorities, resists what God has 
appointed” (Rom. 13:2). 

When government, in keeping 
with God’s law, takes a life, it is 
not committing murder. 

The early Christians by the 
thousands suffered persecution 
and death. They were human, and 
sometimes they felt they ought to 
take the law in their own hands 
and avenge the death of their dear 
ones by the pagans because the 
pagan police wouldn't bring these 
people to justice, but Paul said: 
“Beloved, never avenge yourself; 
but leave it to the wrath of God, 
for it is written, Vengeance 
mine; I will repay, saith the Lord” 
(Rom. 12:19). - 

But Paul didn’t say this was 
to be the procedure fer those who 
administer the law and justice 
protecting society. That would be 
ridiculous. God is the God of or- 
der and of judgment, as well as 
‘ove and mercy, and you can't 
have one without the other. 

But I hear someone say, “You 
can’t deny that Jesus_ told 
us to love our enemies.” Yes, but 
Jesus didn’t tell governments to 
love the enemies of society. 


A Merciful God 


Remember, God’s mercy endur- 
eth forever; He is longsuffering, 
and not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come to 
repentance. But when men do 
not come to repentance, then God 
is a God of anger and wrath. Je- 
sus Himself said, “Except ye re- 
pent, ye shall all likewise perish” 
(Luke 13:3). Our law enforcers 
have forgotten that, and they have 
turned to become silly, soft-headed 
social delinquents themselves. 

Remember this: While God de- 
lighteth in merey, He never low- 
ered His standards of justice. 
Many people don’t like the God 


is |‘ 


the God of the Old ‘Testament. 
When God chose Israel to be His 
own people and to teach lessons 
to all nations through them, He 
demanded justice as well as char- 
ity. The Jews of the O!d Testa- 
ment knew the difference between 
right and wrong. They dealt with 


wrong in a very severe way, and 
they had the commandment of 
God so to do. 


I have heard a lot of people 
say that capital punishment exe+ 
cuted soon after the crime doesn’t 
permit the criminal time for re- 
pentance. 

A man doesn’t need twenty or 
thirty years to repent of his sin. 
The nearer the crime, the greater 
the possibility of repentance. And 
every man who has a decent trial 
has plenty of time to think of his 
acts and repent of his sins, even 
though he be committed to the 
electric chair or to the gas cham- 
ber. The Spirit of God is at his 
side willing to Kelp him to repent- 
ance, bringing him conviction. The 
chances are that if he doesn’t re- 
pent within a short while, a long 
prison term will only harden him 
in his crime. 
| One of the great reasons for 
the tremendous crime in this coun- 
try is the abuse of pardons. Dr. 
|Frederick Baldi, long-time prison 
| medical officer, tells this in a book 
fentitled, “Our Unwelcome Guests.” 
He says: 
the papers about criminals that 
weré pardoned, who the Board of 
Pardons should know had criminal 
tendencies, and the next thing you 
know they have murdered a child 
or an adult, perhaps connected it 


maniacs. But do-gooders say, ‘Let 
them out.’ ” 

This man who spent a lifetime 
as a prison doctor says that mur- 
derers are turned loose each 
month after serving as little 
twelve years of a so-called life 
sentence. 

Men and women that they killed 
have been cut off of their legiti- 
mate period upon this earth to 
serve God and man: The Boards 
of Pardon and Parole, he says, set 
these people iree on the placid as- 
}sumption that paying a fraction 
of the penalty is as good as paying 
it all. Do you see how loose, how 
unbiblical and how ungodly this 
ele 

There is more sympathy shown 
today for the living criminal than 
for the person he killed, robbed, or 
blackmailed. 


The Fear of Death 


Speaking of the death penalty 
and the trend toward abolishing 
it, this prison doctor said, “Vio- 
lence, rapine, and murder have al- 
ways run high in great cities. 
What the rate would be in such 
places if there did not lurk in

But I wou!d bring the truth

And still more, and most of all 
if you get rid of Jesus you are 
left in the presence of death, with- 
out light and without hope and 
without life, broken in the pres- 
ence of death.

execution, it is frightening to spec- 
ulate. Governing bodies’ should 
bend their efforts to seeing that 
capital punishment is imposed 
automatically in cases-of heinous 
crime where there is no question 
that the culprit has taken human 
life in. cold blood. 

“Opponents of capital punish- 
ment protest that legal execution 


is inhumane,’ says the doctor, “I )

longs to) says that whatever the 
Bible says is so—he bélieves in 
an authoritative Bible. Nobody 
bosses a good Protestant in his 
religion. He makes up his. own 


Mind about what he believes. He 


does not put himself under a 
“boss” if he does not want to; but 
if he wants to, he can. 


As I have said, a good Protes- 
tant believes that whatever the 
Bible says is so. A man can be 
“religious” and not believe that, 
but he cannot be a good Protes- 
tant unless he believes that. A 
man has no right to call himself 
a Christian if he does not believe 
that whatever the Bible says is 
so, because the Bible makes it 
plain that if a man knows God, 
he will hear the Word of God. All 
good Protesiants believe that the 
Bible says certain fundamental 
things: that Jesus Christ was born 
of a virgin, that He was God mani- 
fest in the flesh, that He died on 
the cross to save sinners, that He 
arose from the dead, that He is 
coming back again someday, and 
that we are all sinners and cannot 
save ourselves but that we can 
trust Jesus Christ to save us. Yes, 
all good Protestants believe in an 
authoritatwe Bible. 


Now our Catholic friends (and, 
remember, under our American 
system of government they have 
a right to believe whatever they 
want to believe) believe in an 
authoritative Church. They believe 
that whatever the Church says is 
so. They believe that when the 
Pope speaks officially he is speak- 
ing for God. I do not believe a 
word of this myself, and I have a 
right to say that I do not believe 
it; and I am going to kgep on say- 
ing it. I think that the humblest 
Christian in America—whoever he 
may be—has as much right to 
walk up and talk to God the 
Father in the name of Jesus 
Christ, His Son, as the Pope, or 
a cardinal, or a bishop, or a priest. 
I do not have to ask somebody else 
to talk to God for me—I can do 
my own talking. That is Protes- 
tant Christianity. There does not 
need to be somebody between God 
and me. I walk up and talk to 
Him in the name of His Son. The 
promise in the Bible that “. 
whatsoever ye shall ask in my 
name, that will I do” is not ad- 
dressed only to the clergy. It is 
addressed to every Christian.

Bob Jones University is a good, 
America’ institution. We would 
give every drop of blood we have 
in order to give a Roman Catholic, 
a Jew, or anybody else the priv? 
lege of worshiping God according 
to the dictates of his conscience. 
This is not a narrow school. If 
we were narrow, we would not 
have, approximately a hundred dif- 
ferent denominations represented 
in our student body. We here at 
Bob Jones University accept the 
fundamentals of the Christian 
faith that- are accepted by all 
orthdox, Bible-believing Chris- 


tians, We built this school on thesé 


fundamentals. We _ tel! people 
what kind of a school we have; 
and if they want to come here, 
we tell them to come on. But they 
do not have to come. People come 
here because they want to_come 
here. 


I knew somebody some time ago 
who said he would not come to 
Bob Jones University because we 
do not preach eradication. Well, 
that is a person’s privilege to de-

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cide whether or not he wants to 
come hefe. We do not have time 
to split the organization between 
eradication and suppression. We 
set up a certain kind of a school, 
and we let the people who have 
an affinity for the -kind of school 
we set up gravitate to it. This 
reflects Americanism and Protes- 
tantism in America. 


Under our American system of 
government, if a man wants to 
set up a school for eradicationists, 
that is his privilege, but he should 
not interfere with anybody else. 
If a man wants to shout, he ought 
not keep the neighbors awake at 
night by his shouting. That is not 
right. If a man wants to shout, he 
should get out in the woods where 
there is no one close to him to 
shout, or go in his house and shut 
the doors and stop all the key- 
holes and then shout. But a man 
does not have a right to disturb 
the peace by his shouting. 

We live in the greatest country 
the stars ever looked down on; 
but, you know, we are in the 
greatest danger in this _country 
that we have ever faced in’ our 
lives. Here in America we have 
an anemic Protestantism. This 
anemic Protestantism is moving 
throughout the country and break- 
ing down people’s faith in the Bi- 
ble; and when people get to where 
they say the Bible is not the Word 
of God, they are cutting the spine 
out of Protestant Christianity. 


Here in America a person has 
the right to say he does not be- 
lieve the Word of God if he wants 
to, but he ought to come out bold- 
ly and say it, and not slip around 
and whisper and be crooked and 
try to lead folks astray. That is 
not ordinary, decent honesty. Un- 
der our American system of gov- 
ernment, a man has a right to 
be a Unitarian; he has a right to 
be a Trinitarian; he has a right 


to be a Roman Catholic; he has 
a right to be a Jew; he has a 
right to be a Protestant. He has 


a right to believe in the virgin 
birth or net to believe in the vir- 
gin birth. I want to make that 
plain. ~ 

There is not a spot in America 
that is more American than Bob 
Jones University campus. We are 
not trying to run anybody's busi- 
ness except our own; but we are 
facing in America a very great 
danger, and you students ought 
to know about it. There is a move- 
ment on today to elect a Roman 
Catholic as President of this coun- 


try. If the people in America vote 
to elect a Roman Catholic for 
President, that is their privilege 


and right. A group of people here 
in America are going to put this 
over if possible; but you, young 
people, have a right to know that 
they are going to do this if they 
can. Let’s understand that. 


If the Methodists want to elect 
a Methodist President and can 
put it over, they have the right 
to do that. The Unitarians have a 
right to elect a Unitarian Presi- 
dent if they can. If a Methodist 
or a Unitarian gets to be Presi- 
dent of the United States, he has 
a right to take the oath of office 
and be. President of the United 
States: but, as an American citi- 
zen. I have a right to be against 
a man for President for any rea- 
son I choose. I have a right to 
vote. against him because he is 
bowlegged if I want to; I have 
a right to vote against him be- 
cause he hasn’t but one eye and 
might not see very well. 


American Citizens Have the 
Right to Require That Their 
President Not Take Orders 

From the Pope 


As a citizen of America I have 
certain rights. The citizens of 
America are the rulers. of this 
country, and we hire our own em- 
ployees. The United States has 
elected at least two Presidents 
who were Unitarians. Well, I am 
a Trinitarian; but the citizens of 
the United States have a right 
to elect a Unitarian as President. 
A Unitarian does not believe in 
the virgin birth. Yet people say 
that when we Protestants speak 
out against a Catholic’s being 
elected President, we are narrow. 


We are not narrow, but we have 
no allegiance Ao Rome. Our al- 
legiance is to‘Goqd and our coun- 
try, not to the Pope. The papal 
throne is a real throne. A Pope 
has a little empire of his own. He 


jhas the Vatican over in Rome. 


Now the Roman Catholics say 
(and_here in America they have

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a right to say whatever they want 
to say—no one questions that) 
that when the Pope speaks, God 
speaks; but that is not so. When 
the Bible speaks, God speaks. I 
have a right to say this, and the 
Roman Catholics have a right to 
say the other. 


But now wait a minute—I have 
a right to say whether or not I 
want a man in the White House 
who thinks that when the Pope 
is talking, God is talking; and this 
is a different thing. It is not the 
same thing at all as electing a 
Unitarian or a Trinitarian. When 
a man is elected as Président of 
the United States, I want him to 
do what the people of the United 
States say. I do not want the 
President to show any favoritism 
to the Methodists or to the Bap- 
tists or to the Presbyterians; and 
there is no obligation on any 
Protestant in the United States 
to show favoritism to anybody. 
But it is different with a Roman 
Cathelic—that is an entirely dif- 
ferent situation. 


I hold in my hand a magazine, 
and I want you to listen to what 
IT am going to read. Now, remem- 
ber, I am doing my duty this 
morning. I have been skinning the 
modernists up and down in this 
country, and I am going to keep 
on skinning them. I have also 
been talking about narrow re- 
ligionists in this country who can- 
not see beyond their own little 
church; and I am going to keep 
on talking about them.

Yet, bow- 
ing te the will of an eminent 
Catholic prelate, Mr. Kennedy 
disappointed us.

I personally have more respect 
for a Catholic who believes in an 
authoritative religion than I have 
for a Protestant in a Protestant 
pulpit who does not believe in an 
authoritative religion but who 
stands up and takes money from 
folks who do not believe in an 
authoritative religion. What I am 
saying does not mean that I do 
not have any respect for Senator 
Kennedy personally; but you do 
not hire folks to do a job for 
you just because you like them or 
respect them.

It is_one thing not to fellowship 
with Christians you do not agree 
with, and it is another thing to 
refuse to do something because 
somebody told you not to do it. 
We Protestants do not have to 
ask somebody in Rome what to do. 
All we have to say is, “What does 
the Bible say? This is what I 
think it says. If you do not agree 
with me, all right. That is up to 
you.” The only time we orthodox 
fellows kick is when someone says 
he does not believe the Bible. But 
a man has a perfect right to do 
what he thinks he should do. It is 
all- right for a Unitarian to go 
out and build a school. We do not 
object to that. We do not object 
to a modernist in this country go- 
ing out and building a school. 

I do regret to see the modern- 
ists’ stealing the schools that were 


orthodox when they were built. 
They ought not to be crooked 
about it. I would shed the last 


drop of blood in my veins to give 
a Jew, a Unitarian, or anybody 
else the right to build a synagogue 


or a church. That is American- 
ism; and I am telling you right 
now, we are in danger of losing 
this freedom. This softening-up 


process has been done by the mod- 
ernists; and, remember, I skinned 
the modernists before I skinned 
anybody else. I have said that I 
would rather be a thief and steal 
money out of the pockets of peo- 
ple than to be a modernist and 
steal the faith out of people’s 
hearts. I have never said any- 
thing that hard against Unitarians 
or Catholics. I stick to principles. 


To Vote and Campaign 
Against a Catholic for Presi- 
dent Is Not Bigotry But 
Americanism 

I am not saying that Kennedy 
is not a nice man; but suppose 
the Cardinal or the Pope told him 
to do something and he listened to 
him. That is what he did on one 
occasion. What if he should take 
over as President and say, “I am 


sorry, but I have to obey the 
Cardinal (or the Pope) mer 
Why, the Pope, according to the 


belief of the Roman Catholics, has 
the power to get a man out of 
purgatory if he gets in there. 
30y! I would stand by a fellow 
if 1 thought he could pray me out 
of purgatory, wouldn’t you? Now, 
Roman Catholics have a right to 
believe that; but I have a right 
to say I do not believe it, and I 
do not want a President in the 
White House who believes it. 


We have religious liberty in 
this country. Anybody who can 
be elected President has a right 
to be President, but I am one 
of the boys who hires these serv- 
ants. The President is our em- 
ployee. We have a right to say 
that we are not going to vote for 
a certain person ‘just because he 
is bowlegged if we do not think 
a bowlegged man could fit in as 
well as a man’ who was not bow- 
legged. The people are supposed 
to be the “boss” in America— 
not an .ecclesiastical machine, 
Protestant or Catholic. 


I am an American. My duty to 
my country demands that I take 
this stand. My duty to my God 
demands that I stand up and tell 
you that neither the Pope, the 
priest, the church, water on your 
head, all the water in the Pacific 
Ocean, nor all the water in the 
Atlantic Ocean, can take away 
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your sins. As a born-again, Bible- 
believing Christian, I stand up 
here and say you do not need any 
priest, Pope, bishop, moderator, or 
the head of any school to get you 
to God. All you have to do as a 
child of God is walk up in the 
name of Jesus Christ and do your 
own talking. The Bible says, 
“. . . Whatsoever ye shall ask in 
my name, I will do it.” 


You young folks, listen to me. 
Things are getting awfully shaky 
in this country. Modernists have 
drained. the red blood out of our 
Protestant schools and Protestant 
churches. Most anything goes now. 
We still have a government in 
America. But Senator Kennedy 
could not go to a meeting where 
four chaplains were to be honored 
—a patriotic occasion—because 
the Cardinal told him not to go. 
Senator Kennedy did not say, “I 
cannot come becayse it is against 
my religious convictions.” He 
wanted to go; but the “boss” said, 
“You_cannot go.” The people of 
the United States are supposed 
to be the boss of the man in the 
White House. As I have said, he 
is their servant. We citizens em- 
ploy him. He shines our shoes; 
we do not shine his. He presses 
our pants; we do not press his. 
We are not his servants. He is our 
“hired boy.” 


Bob Jones University stands for 
old-time, red-blooded American- 
ism. Let me repeat that I would 
walk out of here today and give 
the last drop of blood I have so 
that any Roman Catholic, or Jew, 
or Unitarian could have the right 
to worship God according to the 
dictates of his conscience. Listen! 
This -generation is living on left- 
over piety that has been handed 
down to us, and we are in the 
greatest danger in this country 
Wwe have ever been in in our lives. 

Don't let people fool you. You 
saw. the other day where a Cardi- 
nal spoke out about Protestants. 
Recently there have been Protes- 
tants trying to sell us down the 
river. The other day a Cardinal js 
supposed to have said, “Well, now, 
he is a nice fellow. Let him go 
.... All right, if you think that, 
Cardinal, go ahead; but I know 
something about politics, too. The 
speech that the Cardinal made the 


other day was the smoothest 
political speech that has _ been 
made in America by any politi- 
cian—Democrat or Republican. He 
was throwing kisses at the Protes- 
tant world while Kennedy has his 
eyes on the White House. 


Some people will “cuss” me 


for what I have said today, but 


that does not bother me, I am 
used to being “cussed.” I have had 
to take that all my life because 
I have stood for my convictions. 
Remember, the modernists. in 
Protestant churches (and _ they 
claim to be broad-minded) have 
“cussed” me for a number of 
years. But I have a responsibility 
to you young folks, and I have a 
responsibility to my country. I am 
not a narrow-minded American. I 
am just a good, red-blooded Amer- 
ican; and because I am a good, 
red-b!ooded American, I do not 
want a man in the White House 
who, while a member of Congress, 
took his orders from a Cardinal 
of the Roman Catholic Church. 


I do not like “religious bosses.”’ 
I will take the other kind but not

We built a school; and we tell 
people what kind of a school it is, 
and they can take it or leave it. 
If they do not like it, they do not 
like it. I respect the Roman Cath- 
olics for standing flat for the 
authority of the Pope if that is 
what they sincerely believe. Even 
though TI do not believe it; I re- 
spect them. I respect any man on 
earth anywhere—Jew, Catholic, or 
Protestant—who has convictions. 
As I have often said, I have more 
personal respect for a Roman 
Catholic who stands for the au- 
thority of the Pope than I have 
for a Protestant preacher who 
stands in a downtown pulpit and 
does not stand for the authority 
of the Bible. At least the Catholic 
is consistent. 

It surely would be awfully bad 
to see a man in the White House 
whom the Pope or Cardina! could

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baptized. -Please pray that when 
I do let my mother know that she 
will not take it too hard.”
